Grass Lake School officials are 
looking into ways they can help 
students with lower test scores 
"catch up" with others. 

"We want to help those stu- 
dents who fall between the 
cracks," said Superintendent 
James Beveridge. 

Beveridge noted students 
who have lower intelligent quo- 
tients are caught in classes that 
may be too difficult for them and 
left behind. 

"After first grade they start to 



get behind and the gap widens. 
They never really catch up," 
Beveridge said. 

He said teaching staff and the 
administration are looking at 
ways the school can help these 
students learn without having 
the pressure of keeping up with 
other students. 

They might be in eighth grade 
but may only be at a seventh- 
grade level," Beveridge said. 

One of the considerations is a 
multi-age classroom with these 
students so they can get the help 
they need. 



He added this problem 
occurs on virtually every school 
district. Compounding it is the 
fact that there is no state or fed- 
eral money available to combat 
the problem.

Senate approves final boat safety measure 



Illinois waterways will soon 
be safer for children under a boat 
safety measure approved by the 
Senate, according to state Sen. 
Adeline Geo-Karis who sponsored 
the legislation. 

Senate Bill 495 requires chil- 
dren 13 years old to wear a Hfejack- 
et while on a moving boat. 
Lifcjackcts would not be required 
if the child is below deck or in an 
enclosed cabin space. 

"Eighty percent of the deaths 
in boating accidents across the 
nation could have been prevented 
with a simple lifejacket," said Geo- 
Karis (R-Zion). "Most drownings 
happen when people fall over- 
board and most of these people 
did know how to swim. Adults may 
have the choice to wear a lifejack- 
et, but children aren't aware of the 
danger to make that choice." 

Current law only requires that 
lifcjackcts be on board for each 
person on the boat. This measure 
would apply only to those water- 
craft under 26 feet in length. 



This measure Is the last of 
three boat safety measures devel- 
oped from information gathered at 
boat safety hearings held in 
Antioch and Springfield. Senator 
Geo-Karis requested the hearings 
after several Chain O' Lakes area 



residents complained of the 
unsafe conditions on the lakes. 

Two other measures, Senate 
Bills 110 and 496 passed the 
Senate. All three measures are 
under consideration by the House 
of Representatives.

Under a law passed in 1975, 
property in Illinois should be 
assessed at one-third of its market 
value. Farm property is assessed 
differently, with farm homesites 
and dwellings subject to regular 
assessing and equalization proce- 
dures, but with farmland assessed 
at one-third of its agriculture eco- 
nomic value. Farm land is not sub- 
ject to the state equalization fac- 
tor. 

Assessments in Lake County 
are at 33.25 percent of market 
value, based on sales of properties 
in 1993, 1994, and 1995. 

The equalization factor was 
issued after a public hearing on 
the tentative factor. The tentative 
factor issued in January 1997 was 
1.0000. 

The equalization factor is 
determined annually for each 
county by comparing the price of 
individual properties sold over the 
past three years to the assessed 
value placed on those properties 
by the county supervisor of assess- 
ments/county assessor. 

If this three-year average level 
of assessment is one-third of the 
market value, the equalization fac- 
tor will be one. If the average level 
of assessment is greater than one- 
third of market value, the equal- 
ization factor will be less than one. 
And if the average level of assess- 
ment is less than one-third of mar- 
ket value, the equalization factor 
will be greater than one. 

The assessed value of an indi- 
vidual property determines what 
portion of the tax burden a specif- 
ic taxpayer will assume. 'I Tiat indi- 
vidual's portion of tax responsibil- 
ity is not changed by the multipli- 
er.

Volunteers preserve 

more. than 120 acres 

from development, 

seek more 



Someday the farmland and large stands of trees seen 
in the swiftly vanishing countryside of Lake County 
may be remote memories, but there is a special 
group of volunteers in Lake County trying to pre- 
serve open land for wildlife and future generations. 
The Land Conservancy of Lake County (LCLC) is a 
non-profit land trust with the purpose of preserving small 
orphan parcels of land. It was formed in 1909 and actively 
manages and promotes the protection of natural areas. 

Its work allows land parcels that may be tod small for 
development to be preserved as open space. Bill Rockar, 
vice president of the conservancy, said its motives are 
similar to larger organizations such as the Audubon 
Society and the forest preserve district, but it takes on 
smaller plots of land which the larger groups often reject. 
The group is actually a member of the Land Trust 
Alliance, a national organization of local and regional 
land trusts which is headquartered in Washington D.C. 
"We are a land trust. We're different from the forest 
preserve because we try to preserve land as a nature con- 
servancy, public access is denied," Rockar explained. 
"...The land is the biggest benefit for the preservation. You 
know in this county in the next 10 years there won't be 
space for preserving..." 

Currently the land conservancy oversees PohickOry 
which includes 32 acres in Newport Township; Walnut 
Creek which encompasses 27 acres of wetland, prairie 
and woodland in Hawthorn Woods; Dover Pond which 
includes 6 acres of wetland in Ela Township and MAR- 
Glen Oaks which includes 1.67 acres in Beach Park. Two 
recently acquired sites near the Waukegan Regional 
Airport encompass a total of 25 acres and include a 20 
acre wetland site on the west side of the Waukegan 
Airport and a 5 acre marsh site to the south west where 
Green Bay and Kenosha roads split. 

Rockar said there are additional lots they would like to 
acquire near the airport. 

"The land is all flooded and nobody can do anything 
with the lots," he explained. 

The other 5 -acre parcel near the airport was donated 
by the owner to relieve themselves of paying taxes on 
land which couldn't be built upon after it was rezoned by 
Beach Park from agriculture to residential property, 
increasing the taxes. Rockar suspects there are others in

the area who may be interested in donating land for the 
same reason. 

According to the conservancy an estimated 90,000 
acres of land which is encompassed in parcels too small 
for development exist in the county. It is the LCLC's goal 
to preserve these areas. Negotiations are ongoing to 
acquire additional land around the county. 

The Pritzker family property being developed near 
Long Lake could possibly be LCLC's next site. According 
to Rockar the developer was negotiating with the forest 
preserve, but also contacted him because the forest pre- 
serve was asking for some of the buildable land, but 
would have to buy it. The LCLC however would take the 
un-buildable land as a donation.

One area the group lost was land at the Prairie Crossing 
development in Grayslake. Rockar said initially the 
Ranney family which developed the subdivision consid- 
ered donating the land to them, but changed their minds 
because if down the road they wanted to develop it as a 
golf course or something else, it wouldn't be possible. 

TheYntema family donated their 32 acre "Pohickory" 
homestead to the LCLC because they expressly wished for 
it to remain open space. The property is currently the 
conservancy's largest parcel. It is located along Dillcy's 
Road just south of Kelly Road near Wadsworth. 

The Pohickory conservancy is a haven for wildlife and 
plant life. It has no public access. This is the usual setup 
for a land conservancy parcel; to keep the land open for 
wildlife. 

One of the interesting facts about Pohickory is it con- 
tains many rare apple trees collected by Leonard Yntema. 
Rockar said the site was neglected for several years and 
unwanted plants such as buckthorn have invaded it. The 
apple trees are so rare some don't exist anywhere in the 
world. 

"The land was planted with rare apple trees he col- 
lected from all over the world and the truth is some are 
dying and need a lot of attention," explained Rockar. 

County Board member AlWesterman {R-Gurnee), 
who operates an apple orchard has taken cuttings of the 



rare trees to try and save as many as possible, Rockar 
explained. 

Leonard Yntema wasn't living when his wife and chil- 
dren donated the land, but Rockar said they went through 
every detail to make sure the conservancy would preserve 
the land as open space forever. If the conservancy would 
ever dissolve, an easement on the property would convey 
the land to the Natural Land Institute of Rockford. 

This type of process makes it difficult for the land 
conservancy to swiftly acquire parcels, Rockar noted. He 
said the organization often comes across people who say 
they would like to donate land, but then they don't hear 
from them for several years. 

"We have a policy we don't pursue people, we leave it 
up to them and don't pressure them," Rockar said of land 
acquisition. 

The Land Trust Alliance of which the LCLC is a part of 
has a mission to strengthen the land trust movement 
through information, education, pubic policy and creat- 
ing public awareness. 

"A lot of people call me and say 1 have 5 acres or 1 
acre and 1 understand you take land and ask if we'd take 
it, but they often forget about it," Rockar emphasized. "It 
was the same with the Yntema's. They were searching for 
someone to take it..." 

The MAR-Glen Oaks parcel in Beach Park was donat- 
ed in 1996 by six members of the Reinier family as part of 
their parent's estate. The land is wooded and contains a 
ravine which is a tributary to Bull Creek. It is undergoing 
a transition to a natural site being cleaned-up and 
restored. The conservancy plans to undertake a floralistic 
quality study on the property. 

This study involves inventorying all plant species and 
wildlife habitats to as the quality of the lands natural 
resources. This information is then used to implement a 
management plan for the site. 

Another large part of LCLC work includes reaching 
out to the young people of the county, Rockar travels to 
the high schools where he is involved with the environ- 
mental clubs. The kids are presented with honorary 
membership certificates and sometimes come out to help 
with the workdays and other projects at the various 
parcels of land. It is Rockar's wish to establish a scholar- 
ship fund for the kids.

April is right around the cor- 
ner. The earth will be thawed 
soon and we can begin our 
spring gardening tasks. 

Continue to sow summer 
perennials and vegetables 
indoors. If seedlings are getting 
too spindly, provide plenty of 
artificial light. When it's 
gloomy, I leave mine under the 
lights 12 hours or so. When 
seedlings have many sets of 
true leaves, lightly fertilize 
them. 

Outdoors, when the lawn has 
thoroughly dried (dry enough to 
walk on), you can begin to 
dethatch. I use a special dethatch- 
ing rake. This can be a tedious 
task; do not try to accomplish it in 
one day. However, it must be 
done; the dead turf needs to be 
removed so the emerging lawn 



can breath. It also helps to pre- 
vent diseases and fungus in the 
lawn. You can fertilize the lawn 
and use a preemergent herbicide, 
if you like, to control weeds.

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It's also time to remove 
mulches from spring perennial 
beds. Divide crowded fall and 
summer blooming perennials. 
Spring blooming perennials 
should be divided in the fall. 
Fertilize established perennials as 
soon as they show signs of new 
growth. 



Continue to prune dead wood 
on trees and shrubs. Prune spring 
bloomers after they have 
bloomed. 

As weather warms, remove 
winter protection from roses. 
Prune back dead wood. Begin 
fertilizing for bloom as soon as 
plants become leafy. Plant root 
stock as soon as soil can be 
worked. 

Now Is a good time to pre- 
pare vegetable plants. Turn the 
soil as soon as it can be worked 
and incorporate compost and 
plenty of organic matter. 
Remember organic matter 
improves plant growth by replac- 
ing minerals and nutrients and 
improves soil structure. 

At the end of the month begin 
to transplant or direct seed crops 
such as broccoli, cauliflower and 
other cold crops. Also cool weath- 
er herbs such as cilantro can be 
direct seeded now.

Since this is such an intense 
situation, I hesitate to give spe- 
cific advice in this column. This 
is a situation that requires thera- 
py and I feel that a few com- 
ments in a column would not be 
appropriate, so I really hope 
you'll call and set up some time 
so I can help you! I also want 
you to stop beating yourself up 
for this! All parents do the best 
they can! You did too. You real- 
ize your mistakes and are shar- 
ing that realization with others 
which is a wonderful and gener- 
ous thing to do! 

The other thing here is that 
we all go through our things as 
children and then we become 
adults and have to make choices 
in life. I have a very strong belief 
in the fact that as adults, we are 
fully capable of knowing what is 
the right thing and the wrong 
thing to do. Many of us blame 
our parents for what they did or 
didn't do, and to those people I 
usually say, "let go of the excuses 
and get yourself the help you 
need to grow up, take responsi- 
bility and be a responsible per- 
son." I really tend to get very' ' 
impatient with those of us adults 
who believe that none of their 
behavior is within their control 
because of what, "mommy and 
daddy did." I'm not saying that 
we shouldn't be sensitive to what 
a person has gone through, but it 
doesn't give them free license to 



just do anything they want as an 
adult regardless of who it hurts! 
It is up to them to take care of it! 

I also believe that these pat- 
terns begin as early as age 3 and 
younger. I have seen countless 
stories like this. and this is the 
reason behind the development 
of my behavior program. This 
program helps parents break 
these types of destructive pat- 
terns in their kids within a cou- 
'ple weeks. It helps them to use 
real-world types of skills to help 
their kids be on track now and 
forever! It helps kids to transition 
from home to the world in a 
much smoother way. 

It Is difficult to really illustrate 
it fully here, but 1 believe that 
this program might be right for 
you now, even though your child 
is 28. This is a program for par- 
ents only and has worked for 
many, many families who have 
used it with me. You should 
know that it is also very short- 
term and affordable. I hope 
you'll call me to take care of this 
and I also hope you'll stop beat-

Southern cookery via the back roads of Louisiana 



Southern cooking is hot, and 
Emeril Lagasse shares some of the 
secrets why in "Louisiana Real and 
Rustic" (William Morrow and Co., 
$25). A well-known chef, cookbook 
writer and television food person- 
ality, Lagasse takes readers to the 
bayous with an instructive volume 
of recipes ranging from crawfish 
patties and fried okra salad to oys- 
ter stew and Creole cream cheese.

Fricassee of pork and turnips 
3/4 lb. boneless pork loin, 



cut into 1 -Inch cubes 

1 Tbl. Rustic Rib (recipe fol- 
lows) 

2 Till, vegetable oil 

1/2 cup chopped onions 
1/4 cup chopped bell pep- 
pers 

1/4 cup chopped celery 

ltsp.salt 

1/4 tap. cayenne 

2 This, flour 

1 lb. turnips, peeled and 
cubed (about two cups) 

2 cups chicken broth 



Toss the pork with the rub in a 
bowl and refrigerate for at least one 
hour. 

Heat the oil in a large skillet 
over medium-high heat. Add the 
pork and brown evenly. Season the 
onions, bell peppers and celery 
with the salt and cayenne. When 
the pork is brown, remove from the 
skilict with a slotted spoon. Set 
aside. 

Add the flour to the oil in the 
skillet. Stirring constantly for 4 to 5 
minutes, make a medium brown 



roux, the color of peanut butter. 
Add the onions, bell peppers and 
celery and cook for 2 to 3 minutes, 
or until slightly wilted. Return the 
pork to the skillet and cook, stirring 
constantly, for 3 to 4 minutes. Add 
the turnips and broth. Stir to mix 
well. Bring to a boil, reduce heat to 
medium low and cook, stirring 
occasionally, for 40 to 45 minutes.

County pet owners warned to be careful 
of potential raccoon rabies epidemic 



Over the past several years, 
the eastern United States has 
been experiencing a raccoon 
rabies epidemic. In fact, in 1995, 
the latest statistical year avail- 
able, states in tlie mid-Atlantic 
and northeast regions of the U.S. 
accounted for almost 90 percent 
of the reported rabies in the 
country. While currently remote, 
Lake County residents are 
warned of the potential for this to 
move to the Midwest. 

"We want to alert people in 
Lake County to be aware of the 
potential for this epidemic to 
spread," stated Dale Galassie, 
executive director of the Lake 
County Health Dept. He 
explained that, to this point, 
westward progression of the epi- 
demic has been slowed by geo- 
graphic barriers such as the Great 
Lakes and the Appalachian 
Mountains. However, should 
rabies infection become estab- 



lished in raccoons in the Ohio 
Valley region, the epidemic could 
spread more rapidly across the 
Midwest. 

Fortunately, according to 
Galassie, there have been no doc- 
umented human rabies cases in 
the U.S. associated with this epi- 
demic. This is due to the fact that 
raccoon bites are easily recog- 
nized and preventive treatment is 
quickly administered. In addi- 
tion, rabies vaccination require- 
ments for dogs and cats have pro- 
vided a buffer between wild ani- 
mals rabies and humans. 
However, according to Galassie, 
this buffer is not as large as it 
should be. "We estimate that a 
significant proportion of Lake 
County's dogs and cats— perhaps 
as many as 50,000— are not prop- 
erly vaccinated against rabies," 
he said. "This is a large and very 
susceptible animal population 
that could bring rabies much 



closer to families in the future." 

Lake County residents can 
protect themselves and their pets 
from rabies in the following ways: 

• First and foremost is to make 
sure that all dogs and cats are 
appropriately vaccinated against 
rabies, consistent with the Lake 
County Rabies Control 
Ordinance. Pet vaccinations are 
available through your local vet- 
erinarian. 

• Avoid wild animals and, 
especially avoid the temptation 
to make a pet of a wild animal. 

• Be sure to stay away from 
any animal that is acting contrary 
to its nature. For example, a nor- 
mally nocturnal or shy animal 
that approaches during daylight 
is suspect.

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Springtime remodeling projects can cause sneezing

Those popular springtime activities — 
home repairs and remodeling — could leave 
one literally sniffling and sneezing in the 
dust, warns an allergy expert at Loyola Univ. 
Medical Center, Chicago. 

"Unless the work area is well ventilated 
and precautions taken to prevent dust, 
wood particles and other irritants from cir- 
culating throughout the house, family mem- 
bers susceptible to allergic reactions could 
begin experiencing sinus congestion, 
headaches and even difficulties breathing," 
said Dr. Mary C. Tobin, director of 
allergy/immunology at Loyola. 

In fact, she has a name for the condi- 
tion — "renovation sinusitis." 

"Remodeling dust and other materials 
can so irritate the respiratory tracts, espe- 
cially the sinuses, that bacterial overgrowth 
occurs, and the individual develops a sinus 
infection," Tobin said. 

At greatest risk are individuals who 
already have asthma or suffer from tradi- 
tional springtime allergies caused by air- 
borne pollen and molds. 

Tobin's caution not only includes parti- 
cles and fibers, such as those created in 
sanding wood orwailboard or handling 
glass fiber insulation, but extends to fumes 
generated by paint, caulking and stripping 
compounds and other chemical substances. 
"If your indoor remodeling is being done 
by professionals, insist that they make every 
effort to confine dust and gases to the 
immediate work area. You can help by clos- 
ing off ducts in the rooms where the work is 
being done; using fans to exhaust dust and 
fumes outside; operating high efficiency, 
purified air filters (HEPA); and cleaning work 
areas with wet rags and mops at the end of 
each day," Tobin said. 

For "do-it-yourselfers," Tobin's advice is 
to wear face masks designed to prevent 
inhalation of dust or fumes and to take 
breaks.

'Anyone who begins experiencing these 
symptoms should leave the work area — or 
the house — immediately," Tobin said. 

Persons currently under treatment for 
other allergic disorders should be especially 
attentive to taking their medications during 
the remodeling project, Tobin added.

While the root of the problem is 
complex, the solution appears to lie 
in community, parental involvement

Incidents of children behav- 
ing Violently swept through Lake 
County last week. Incidents from 
a second-grader carrying guns in 
Park City, to fourth-graders 
threatening a bus driver with 
baseball bats in Libertyville, to a 
Lake Bluff student threatening a 
teacher with a knife. 

According to experts from the 



Northern Illinois. Council Against 
Substance Abuse (NICASA), these 
are not isolated incidents. 

"It's very well documented, 
not only are children more vio- 
lent, but there's also more vio- 
lence among adults," said Lisa 
Hartman, prevention specialist 
for NICASA, who teaches a life 
skills class for teens in Round 
Lake Unit Dist. 116 and Gurnee 
DIst. 56. 



Hartman notes that violence 
has become much more accept- 
ed; it doesn't surprise us any- 
more. "When someone reports a 
shooting spree on the evening 
news, it's reported matter of fact- 
ly. I've seen clips from 10 years 
ago and they didn't report it like 
that There was horror in their 
voices," she said; 

Hartman noticed that chil- 
dren find it much more accept- 
able to hit another person. 
"When I was growing up, hitting 
was wrong," said Hartman, 30. 
"Now it's perfectly acceptable. It 
takes a lot of work to change that 
perception that it's OK."

Agencies work 
to repair erosion 
on Squaw Creek

The Lake County Soil and 
Water Conservation District , In 
coopemticm with the Village of 
Round Lake, has begun work on 
an bioenginebring project to sta- 
bilize the banks of Squaw Creek 
in Round Lake. 

The work is being performed 
as part of a Conservation 2000 
grant approved by the State of 
Illinois. 

While planning for the project 
has been underway for nearly two 
years, restoration work began in 
early March. 

The work involves planting 
willow posts on the creek banks 
to provide soil stabilization, 
installing an erosion blanket, 
removing a log jam which caused 
tow erosion and using contour 
wattling, which is the process of 
placing interwoven live and dead 
brush bundled with twine or wire 
into the waterway to create a line 
of defense against erosion when 
the whips grow. Dogwoods will 
be planted at the top of the creek 
banks to further limit soil ero- 
sion. 

"Our village is excited about 
this project," said Doug Rowley, 
director of public works, "This is 
a stepping stone to build on for 
us. For a group of guys whose 



function is primarily snow plow- 
ing — this is a very innovative 
project." 

The project involves four site 
areas along the creek, one area 
upstream and three downstream 
from a footbridge which crosses 
the creek at Lincoln Ave. 

"The purpose of the state 
Conservation 2000 grants are to 
develop and demonstrate effec- 
tive bioengineering programs for 
stream bank erosion," said Lisa 
Gunther, resource conservation- 
ist with the Lake County Soil and 
Water Conservation District. 
"This project is a good example of 
how the district can work in 
cooperation with village and 
other agencies to restore eroded 
areas." 

The staff and directors of the 
district explained the project dur- 
ing a Streambank Stabilization 
Demonstration Day, March 25. 
More than 50 people attended 
the demonstration including 
members' of the group Citizens 
for Conservation, Botanic 
Gardens, homeowners associa- 
tion members, park district and 
village employees as well as 
employees of the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
and other such agencies.

No. 1 during routine inspection 
of an ambulance," said Friedl, of 
the Gurnee Fire Dept. 

Szczerba, was transported to 
St. Mary's via Flight for Life Heli- 
copter following the 8:30 a.m. 
incident. • Firefighter Jon 
Cavanaugh, also a Gumee resi- 
dent, was transported to St. 
Thercse Medical Center and re- 
leased. He was treated for smoke 
inhalation.

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The Tuesday, April 1, election will be conducted with-' 
out straight ticket voting under a new change in the 
Illinois election code banning a single mark to vote for 
a party slate. 

While legislation doing away with a single X to vote 
for a complete slate was pushed through by 
Republicans to counteract the much' heralded Cook 
County Democratic -'one punch" strategy, the election 
code change is expected to have a significant impact 
on politicar campaigning in Illinois all the way from the 
grassroots level through state offices. 

Eliminating the single X rule will put a premium on 
education and individuality in the election process. 
There still will be parties and slates, but electors will 
have to pick out slated candidates and mark for them 
individually. Members of a slate will have to work 
harder explaining who the candidates are and what 
they stand for. The new rule will encourage more 
face-to-face politicking. 

Doing away with straight ticket voting will have a 
beneficial effect on local elections where there is a dis- ■ 
proportionate emphasis on popularity as Opposed to 
qualifications and issues. Independent candidates will 
have a better chance. Team play and organized par- 
ties still will play a role, but the election process can- 
not help but benefit from elimination of mindless sin- 
gle stroke ticket voting. 

Whatever your preference for representation, slates 
or unallied candidates; make an effort to get to the 
polls Tuesday. The candidates will appreciate your 
interest. And you'll make yourself feel better for hav- 
ing voted. 

Reform first, then 
overhaul funding 

Republicans have it right when they say education 
reform should come before overhauling education 
ftmdVcY^. Otherwise, taxpayers run the risk of throwing 
more money at education, as they have done for years. 
What they've received in return arc declining test 
scores and higher taxes. 

State Rep. Andrea Moore (R-Libertyville) is among 
the handful of GOP legislators to wave a flag of caution 
when suggestions are raised, as Gov. Jim Edgar did 
recently, about coupling education funding reform 
with real estate tax relief. Moore feels strongly that 
residents of her district of upscale homes, as is typical 
of a good bit of Lake County, would come off losers if 
local control of the public schools, as insured by 
reliance on real estate taxes, is watered down. 

Moore offers an interesting slant on the gospel, as 
espoused by teachers unions, big city media and liber- 
als, that Illinois voters are ready to scuttle real estate 
taxes, replacing it with an increase in income taxes.. 
Moore said she found surprising support in her district, 
which includes parts of Gurnee and Warren Township, 
for an increase in sales tax to help the schools. The 
shift to utilizing tax from consumption makes sense, 
particularly in the case of senior citizens. The only 
problem is that apportioning sales tax for individual 
school districts would create an administrative night- 
mare. . • ' 

In discussing school funding problems with this 
newspaper the other day, Moore offered one intriguing 
suggestion: hold village and school board elections 
-the same day to emphasize the link between municipal 
growth and runaway taxation. That way village offi- 
cials inour mushrooming area would be less apt to 
cavalierly Bump one of the biggest suburban growth 
problems— exploding enrollments — -on the 
beieagured schools Now there's a suggestion worth 
getting excited about. 
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Classic clash spurs 
rewrite of script

In growth happy Lake County, 
one contest in the Tuesday, April 
1 election encapsules the classic 
clash between the "drawbridge" 
mentality of newcomers and old- 
timers in a village clawing des- 
perately to catch up with its 
neighbors who have carried the 
county from a less than half mil- 
lion population* a decade ago to 
nearly 600,000. 

The contest pits the vision of a 
veteran leader who is orchestrat- 
ing a plan for his community to 
take its place alongside Gurnee, 
Grayslake, Vernon Hills, Lake 
Zurich — all the "go go" towns of 
the 80s and 90s — and a young ' 
sales executive who joined the 
Marines at 18 now leading new 
homeowners seeking solitude 
and safety in the suburbs. 

The visionary is Round Lake 
Mayor Jim Lumber, who has 
approved blueprints for the con- 
troversial 1,800 home Pritzker 
project, a 600 unit apartment 
complex fronting on a lake and 
600 homes planned for an area 
adjacent to a vast wetlands. 

The voice of the newcomers is 
Patrick Smythe, manager of one of 
the largest auto dealerships in 
Lake County, who insists that 
growth in his new hometown with 
a one-man building department 
will destroy the small town atmos- 
phere sought by newcomers. 

Lumber, helping plan the 
growth and development of 
College Lake County for 31 years 
as a CLC trustee, maintains that 
Round Lake, with a population of 
3,550 in the 1990 census, has 
been "left behind." Mayor 
Lumber says Round Lake only 
has added 850 citizens in the last 
eight years. 

Smythe insists that the Pritzker 
project and the other two devel- 
opments coveted by Round Lake 
through annexation are an exam- 
ple of a village "out of control" 
and an administration intoxicat- 
ed with development. 

Lumber draws a scenerio of 
what he describes as "measured 
growth" paced by the Pritzker 
construction build-out of 180 
homes per year for the next 
decade. Smythe and his sup- 



porters skoff at the projections, 
asking the question about what 
major developer ever held to a 
10-year construction pace? The 
challenger says current leaders 
ought to "think out" existing 
problems before embarking on 
new chapters of growth. Smythe 
forecasts that Round Lake is inca- 
pable of absorbing an estimated 
3,000 residential units in a few 
short years without chaos and 
skyrocketing taxes. 

Confident and relaxed, Lumber 
is drawing on a reservoir of com- 
munity pride to head off the chal- 
lenge of the newcomers who are 
fighting to preserve small-town 
ways. Somehow the script seems 
topsy-turvy, but that picture will 
be cleared up election day.

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Porter throws support 
behind Edgar for Senator

Congressman ' John Porter 
made it official this week, announc- 
ing that he would not seek the 
Republican nomination for senator 
from Illinois in i998. He is throw- 
ing his support behind Gov. Jim 
Edgar, who has yet to announce his 
candidacy. 

The announcement came as lit- 
tle surprise to most in political cir- 
cles who had anticipated Porter 
would choose to continue on in his 
leadership position within 
Congress as opposed to making a 
run to be the freshman senator 
from Illinois. 

"I spoke with the governor 
before making today's announce- 
ment and I urged him to be our 
Senate nominee," Porter said from 
his Fairfax, Va. , home. "He is the 
kind of candidate who would 
appeal riot only to Republicans, but 
to Democrats and Independents 
. across our state who are dissatisfied 
by the performance of our senior 
senator. I hope that he decides to 
lead Illinois Republicans to victory 
in 1998 as our candidate for the 
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United States Senate." 

Edgar has said he won't make a 
formal announcement on whether 
or not he will seek the position until 
late summer or early fall. According 
to Porter, Edgar he is giving the sen- 
ate race a great deal of considera- 
tion. 

"A number of his colleagues are 
getting in on senate races across the 
country," Porter said. 

The veteran north shore con- 
gressman said the GOP needs to 
nominate a mainstream candidate 
if it hopes to win the state senate 
seat. 

"If we offer a candidate too far 
to the right in their philosophy, we 
will not be successful," Porter said. 
"Illinois is a mainstream state and 
we have to offer a mainstream can- 
didate." 

Porter said several Republicans 
had encouraged him to run for the 
Senate seat including Congressman 
Henry Hyde (R-Addison) as well as 
Trent Lott and Mitch McConnell. 
Among those encouraging him to 
stay in Congress was Speaker of the 
House Newt Gingrich. 

Porter said the major factor in 
his decision Is his continuing 
responsibility as Chairman of the 
House Appropriations 

Subcommittee on Labor, Health & 
Human Services and Education.

lance is quite extensive. There .

"Oxygen in its purest form is 
very dangerous.

"The air we breathe is 21 percent 
oxygen and the tanks are 100 per- 
cent oxygen," he said.

Dlreclly behind Ihe Iris, or colored portion of the eye, lies the lens 
which focuses Incoming light rays on the retina so that we can see a 
sharp image. When any portion of Ihe lens becomes clouded or 
opaque so that light cannot readily pass through, we have a 
cataract. 

The exact cause of cataracts Is uncertain. Physical Injury to the 
eye, Insufficient nourishment supplied to eye tissue, diseases such as 
German Measles contracted by Ihe mother during pregnancy are all 
possibilities. Cataracts normally cause no pain; they get larger and 
vision Is progressively impaired until blindness results. The only known 
cure Is surgery, which Is successful In over 90 percent of all cases. 

Cataracts are much more common among older people and will 
be" detecled early by periodic eye examination.

from 20 years ago. She said the problem is exacerbated because chil- 
dren are not as equipped, as adults, to deal with high levels of stress. 

The reasons for increased stress, anger and violence among chil- 
dren are manifold. Social workers point to violence on television and 
in the movies, single-parent homes or homes where both parents work 
and children are left alone, parents who are too busy to spend time 
with their children, a lack of discipline in the home, a lack of positive 
role models and low self-esteem. 

"I've had children tell me that they want some rules. Parents are 
too lenient; they have more of an attitude of 'if it feels good, try it,' ' 
said Dahl, who also served on the Antioch Community High School 
board of education for eight years. 

■ Hartman said, not only are children being left alone, many are bur- 
dened with responsibilities such as caring for younger children and 
cooking dinner. "We don't want to put all the blame on parents, but 
we've lost a lot," she said. 

In NICASA's Life Skills program, Hartman teaches children how to 
deal effectively with stress. "If kids are dealing well with stress, it makes 
it easier to teach them to be less violent," she said. 

NICASA alms to deal with social problems from substance abuse to 
violence by bringing various programs into the communities. 

"We try to encourage more involvement on the part of families; we 
try to encourage communities to provide more activities for families," 
said Dahl. "We're not trying to tell parents how to raise their kids, but 
we want to encourage healthy choices." 

Hartman said community members who want to be part of the 
solution can become involved as a volunteer through church or school 
programs, or even by just taking an interest in the child next door. She 
believes as a society, funding for prevention needs to be Increased in 
the state and federal budgets.

Grant High boys basketball 
coach Tom Maplakncw what he 
could expect from Chuck 
Bosworth when the 1996-97 sea- 
son started. 

"1 was expecting he would 
provide some leadership the 
offensive and defensive end and 
shoot a little, " Maple said.

ness had owed. Back then -I dili- 
gently photocopied both sides of 
cancelled check 1129 for that 
amount, and sent off the copy to 
the Department along with the 
usual pile of documenting paper 
to show the tax bill had been 
paid. I had done it many times, 
each with more, forms but always 
with copies or mention of the 
same cancelled check 1129. The 
last time I mailed a package was 
Ian.' 26, 1989. 1 did it then because 
a Department employee had 
called me and directed me to 
mail documentation to his atten- 
tion. 1 did so. It was addressed to . 
P.O. Box 310, Wauconda, IL 
60084. His name was on the pack- 
age, to his attention, just as he 
told me to do. 

Seventeen months later, in 
May of 1990, the only explanation 
I had for an III. Dept. of Revenue 
agent appearing at my door to 
again collect the $159 along with 
$44.06 interest and penalties was 
bureaucratic bungling by the 
Department. I knew I had paid 
the tax. 

Who was that employee who 
apparently received and bungled 
my last pile of paperwork in Jan. 
1989? None other than today's 
candidate Shawn Depke, who is 
using his experience with the 
Dept. of Revenue to qualify him- 
self to be elected to the position 
of Warren Township Supervisor.

No cooperation 

Editor: 

A major issue of this year's 
election for Grayslake Park 
District Commissioner has been 
cooperation between govern- 
mental bodies. This was also my 
concern when I ran for commis- 
sioner two years ago. While 
agreements have been executed 
to construct the school roadway, 
and to allow the park district tem- 
porary use of the old police sta- 
tion, I know after working with 
them for two years that the village 
is not fully cooperating with the 
park district. Here are a few sam- 
ples: 

A major factor interfering 
with park district growth, admit- 
ted by both sides at that time, was 
a poor working relationship with 
the village government. Because I 
was acquainted with some village 
trustees, the park district board 
authorized me to lead an effort to 
resolve the differences between 
the agencies. During our first 
meeting it was agreed to start 
anew. The park district asked the 
village for a partnership on a 
community center. The park dis- 
trict would attempt a state grant. 
The village would somehow raise 
additional funds and stated that 
landfill money could not be used 
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for that purpose. We, the park 
district, looked forward to work- 
ing cooperatively with the village. 
The mayor stressed that there 
should be no surprises. 

The very next day, to the sur- 
prise of the park district, the vil- 
lage announced its plan for a 
community center/pool with no 
mention of the park district. The 
village rejected {and continues to 
reject) park district, participation 
in designing the center. A trustee 
said the center was not for the 
park district.- 

The park district offered 
the village thousands of dollars 
of completed research on a 
community center for 
Grayslake, but it was rejected. 
The village refused a 99 year 
lease of park land but insisted 
on owning some choice park 
property. My idea of a com- 
bined park district/village 
board to manage the center 
was also rejected by the village. 
The village sent an agreement 
to the Park District for signing, 
favoring the village, but not in 
the best interest of the park 
district. Meanwhile, the park 
district is criticized by the vil- 
lage for not supporting the pro- 
ject. These are only a few exam- 
ples of the many unsuccessful 
experiences the park district 
has had in trying to cooperate 



with the village. 

To force the park district into 
submission, the village has 
blocked numerous park con- 
struction projects and has elimi- 
-nated .park participation in 
accepting developer and landfill 
donations. With the knowledge of 
the village, their broken overflow 
gate for draining Grayslake has 
caused the continual flooding of 
Jones Island. 

While a candidate for 
Grayslake community Park 
District commissioner in 1994, 1 
was urged by certain communi- 
ty leaders to attempt the termi- 
nation of the park district direc- 
tor. I did not act upon this urg- t 
ing. Instead, I worked hard to 
learn about the district. My 
responsibilities as a commis- 
sioner, and build a good work- 
ing relationship with other 
commissioners. As a commis- 
sioner, I must act in the best 
interest of the people and 
uphold the park district's 
efforts to serve our growing 
population. The work of our 
board is more difficult and our 
progress hampered when only 
one side is cooperating. I hope 
we can move forward in better 
spirits after the April 1, elec- 
tion'.
